‘They .give out at Vienna, 
that the Emprefs of Ruffia has fent her Declaration to 
the King of Sweden, that if in the Treaty he has con- 
cluded with France; there be any fecret Engagement in 
favour of King Staniflaus, fhe cannot excule herfelt 
from hindering the Execution of it. Some Letters from 
the North fay, that Ferdinand Duke of Courland, who 
is very old, forefecing that he has not long to live, has 
fent to defire the Czarina that when he dies, fhe would 
be pleafed to take that Dutchy into her Proteétion, and 
not to fuffer the Republick of Poland to execute the 
Proje&t it formed in 1727, Of dividing it into Pala- 
tinates, 

The prefent Difpofition of the two Armies makes 
it believed more and more, that the reft of the Cam- 
paign will .pafs away without any Enterprize -on either 
Side. A Circumftance which helps to make it the more 
Prabable is, the News given out that Prince Eugene has 
received Letters from Hanover, which may probably 
determine him to take.a Tour thither ; and his Depar- 
ture from the Rhine is faid to be actually fix’d on the 
24th Inftant. Mean time he has fent for Part of the 
Troops he left at Bruchfal.to his Camp near Heidelberg, 
fo that inthe former Camp there are but 18 Battalions 
and 16 Squadrons. 

’Tis faid the Emperor has wrote a Letter to the King 
of Great Britain at Hanover, wherein he declares, 
‘ That being convinced of the Wifdom and Prudence 
‘ of his Britannick Majefty, and of his continual At- 
tention for preferving the Ballance of Power in Eu- 
rope, he does with intire Confidence refigf to Ins 
Care, the Intereft of his Family, and théfe of the 
Empire, which are neceflarily link’d together in the 
faid Equilibrium: That he has already experienced 
the Succefs of the good Offices of his Britannick Ma- 
jefly, by the favourable Difpofitions with which he 
has infpired the Elector of Bavaria, and that whether 
the War continues, or a Peace be fet on foot, he thall 
always think his own Security, and that of the Em- 
pire, owing to the Wifdom of his Britannick Ma- 
jelly, and his generous and powerful Efferts.” °Tis 
added, that this is one of thofe’ Letters which we were 
lately told from Vienna the Emperor wrote with his 
own Hand in his Clofet to his Britannick Majetty, 
afier the Receipt of a Courier from Hanover. 

There are 5000 more Ruffians arrived in Silefia, 
but they are to take their Winter Quarters in Bohemia; 
the Seafon being too far advanced for their March to 
the Rhine. They write from Petersburg, that the 
Czarina has appointed the Prince of Hefle-Homburg 
Commander in Chief of the Ruffians in Poland during 
the Ablence of the Count de Munich.
